The President's Cnl>an Policy Embraces 


Its llecognition as an Ultimatum. 


Washington, Sept. 14.—"You can tell 


the people that the aotion of tbe adminis 
(ration upon tbe Cuban question will be 
satisfactory to every American." 


Ihii was the message sent by President 


McKinley to several of the strong men of 
tho idminlstration who have recently 
gone from Washington to deliver their 
political addresses. These words from 
thu chief executive have convinced the 
followers of tbo administration that Presi- 
dent MoKmley baa a definite Cuban policy 
mapped out, and as the time draws nearer 
wheu it must of necessity develop itself 
the interest felt In tha question becomes 
more keen. 


While naturally the greatest secrecy has 


been desired by the administration as to 
the character of the instructions which 
Minister Wcodford bears, from some of 
tho president's closest advisers there has 
come an inkling of the president's policy. 
What the president Is seeking to accomp- 
lish 13 to bring tbe war to a peaceful and, 
at the same time, an honorable conclusion, 
both trom the standpoint of the'Span- 
lards and tha&of tbe insurgents. If bis 
efforts in this direction fall, 
then he 


wishes So have the failure oome in such a 
way as to put upon Spain, in the eyes of 
all nations, the re-ponsibillty for w,bat 
may happen in the fotnre. As near as it 
can be learned from those who are close 
t ^ t h o president his mode of procedure 
will be this:

them. He was g-ettilng old and rich, and 
a few years before he sold out his shop 
he put up the moose-horn guideboard 
which has made the corner famous 
Tw o or three years before his death IM 
noved to Exeter and made a will, leav- 
ing lite-money to the town and,request- 
ing that, the great antlers be placed 
above his grave for a monument.
